Energy code change 
is focus of workshops 


The Massachusetts Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards (BBRS) adopted new requirements 
for energy conservation now included in the State 
Building Code (780 CMR, Chapter 13). The new 
provisions took effect on January 1 and they consti- 
tute an entire replacement of the current Chapter 
13, which affects all new commercial and high-rise 
residential buildings in Massachusetts. 


The BBRS, in cooperation with the US Department 
of Energy and Massachusetts gas and electric utili- 
ties, is offering a year-long series of training seminars 
on the new energy code. Architects, engineers, inte- 
rior designers, contractors and others are encouraged 
to attend.

“Learning By Design” reaches 
teachers and schoolchildren 


In that past six months, the magicians who designed 
and administer the Learning By Design in 
Massachusetts program for the BSA have expanded 
significantly the reach of this unique program. 
Conceived by program director Jan Ham as a means 
of raising design awareness in the next generation, 
the program thus far this year has administered over 
50 days of design programs for children in schools 
and elsewhere, developed over 120 new contacts with 
educators and organization interested in the program, 
and identified over 70 architects and allied profes- 
sionals interested in working in the program, 


This summer Ham and BSA YouthVisions 
Committee co-chair Polly Carpenter AIA will be 
teaching two children’s architecture courses at the 
Massachusetts College of Art: children in grades 
seven and eight and a second group of children in 
grades 11 and 12 will be taking ten-day courses in 
July and August. Architects play a central role in 
these courses, as in all Learning By Design programs, 
and we are seeking BSA members and allies who 
might be willing to stop by for one session during 
the summer to work with these children. (Ham notes 
that children are particularly thrilled to watch archi- 
tects draw the old-fashioned way with pencil and 
trace.) 


In the coming months we are also offering 10-hour 
training programs for teachers, architects-in-residen- 
cies for public schools and community groups, and

master teacher” training. We also have begun work 
on “Places to Learn”, our educational facilities cur- 
riculum for school-age children. 


The program has been enormously successful and to 
help it continue to grow, we need a few things:

© We need a few used slide carousels

Grants available to boost 
public design awareness 


The Boston Foundation for Architecture (BFA) has 
issued its 2001 requests for applications, which is des- 
igned to elicit proposals for programs that elevate 
pubic awareness of planning and design issues, espe- 
cially among children.

“Green” schools are clearly 
on the State's agenda 


A new Massachusetts Green Schools Initiative was 
announced in May as an effort to assure the design 
and construction of a new generation of energy-effi- 
cient, high-performance "green" school buildings in 
the Commonwealth. 


A joint effort of the Massachusetts Technology Park 
Corporation (MTPC) and the Massachusetts 
Department of Education (DOE) School Building 
Assistance Program, the Initiative is being funded by 
the Massachusetts Renewable Energy Trust Fund. 


The goal of the Initiative, according to MTPC, is 
the increased use of resource-efficient and renewable 
energy technologies in both new and renovated 
schools, steps that should lead to improved learning 
environments, lower operating and maintenance 
costs and more school facilities that are environ- 
ment-friendly, 


Ten school districts will participate in a pilot pro- 
gram this year that will include MTPC funding for 
incremental design and renewable-energy technolo- 
gies costs and DOE reimbursement incentives to 
help offset construction costs; DOE also will consid- 
er requests to waive current School Building 
Assistance limits on construction costs. 


Greg Watson of the Massachusetts Renewable 
Energy Trust also notes that the program could have 
“an important ripple effect through entire communi- 
ties by serving as important models that can be emu- 
lated by local businesses and homeowners."

(DCAM) is about to begin a design/build pilot 
program. AGC/BAC Task Force on Recommended 
Practices member Mike Smith described this plan to 
the Board, some members of which expressed con- 
cern about the appropriateness of the state's 
approach. Some noted that contractor-led 
design/build typically has not resulted in good 
design and has been costly for architecture firms. 
Smith was urged to convey to DCAM the need to 
include in this pilot program a serious evaluation of 
the effects on this project-delivery approach on 
architects as well as on the Commonwealth and gen- 
eral contractors.

Does diversity matter ? 


A recent survey discovered that many design firm 
principals do not think that lack of diversity in our 
profession is a problem. 


This is one of the findings of the "2001 Principals, 
Partners, & Owners Survey of A/E/P & 
Environmental Consulting Firms" published by 
industry consultant ZweigWhite Associates. Survey 
respondents were 96% Caucasian, 91% male and 
more than 75% were between the ages of 40 and 59. 
Of the respondents, 51% reportedly don't believe 
there's a problem with lack of diversity across age, 
race, and gender among principals in the industry. 


In the national AIA's own recent survey, it was 
found that 13% of architects at firms were women 
in 1999, that women are 31% of all interns, 12% of 
principals and partners and 6% are racial/ethnic 
minorities. Only 8% of architecture staff members 
are racial or ethnic minorities and 8% of architects 
and 15% of interns are racial or ethnic minorities. 


Those of us who are in the minority and believe that 
lack of diversity is a problem are working to better 
understand diversity issues in the building industry, 
in the architecture profession, and in the BSA/AIA.

Architects, contractors and 
subcontractors are fueling 
materials-recycling effort 


Architects, contractors and subcontractors have a 
unique opportunity to develop a collaboration with 
Boston's non-profit Building Materials Resource 
Center. 


The Center, located in Roxbury at 617-442-8917, is 
a building-materials reuse project that relies on 
donations of good-quality used and surplus building 
materials and re-distributes those materials to low- 
income and working-class homeowners and inner- 
city nonprofit organizations. The two-part goal is to 
improve the quality of life in Boston's inner-city 
neighborhoods by facilitating long-term homeowner- 
ship and simultaneously to prevent the needless dis- 
posal of perfectly good building materials into our 
landfills. 


Those who are contributing used, surplus and other 
building materials to the Center include homeown- 
ers, contractors, construction companies, retailers, 
manufacturers, wholesalers, and others who receive a 
tax break for the estimated fair market value of the 
donated materials (we also save on disposal fees). 
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Call to Action: provide shelter 


The BSA Task Force to End Homelessness for over 15 
years has led Boston and the nation in innovative 
means of addressing issues of homelessness. The follow- 
ing is a recent call for action drafied by the Task Force, 
which is co-chaired by national AIA Whitney Young Jr. 
award-recipient John Wilson FAIA of Payette Associates 
and marketing consultant Nancy Sullivan, Affil. BSA. 


The design community in Massachusetts is deeply 
concerned about what is happening to cities and 
towns and the citizens who live in them. For the past 
15 years, the Boston Society of Architects Task Force 
to End Homelessness — architects, interior design- 
ers, landscape architects, photographers, engineers, 
contractors — has provided pro-bono services to over 
70 non-profit organizations across the state. Yet we 
have seen the gap between haves and have-nots 
widen further. Boston and Massachusetts have been 
leaders among the cities and states of our country in 
taking action. Nevertheless, the problems are more 
acute than they have ever been. Now is the time for 
comprehensive visions in every city, suburb and 
town that will keep Massachusetts in the forefront as 
a vital, progressive state that does make a place for 
each of its citizens. 


We need to take care of our neediest citizens first by: 


*Establishing a social emergency phone number, 
similar to 911, in every municipality. 


*Providing funds to enable people at risk of home- 

lessness to remain in their homes and enable people 
in a shelter or campground or on a friend’s floor to 
move into homes of their own. 


*Creating more temporary shelter beds; shelters are 
now beyond capacity 12 months of the year. 


*Creating more shelter space for families and making 
access easier. 


Promoting single resident/lodging/rooming/congre- 
gate housing through changes in funding, zoning, 
and building code provisions; making them eligible 
to accept Section 8 certificates. 


*Changing zoning laws to allow accessory apart- 
ments. They are inherently more affordable than the 
unit(s) to which they are accessory and they already 
physically exist. 


We need to help our communities provide a full 
spectrum of housing affordability to meet the needs 
of their current and future residents. Sponsors of 
special-needs projects face a daunting and discourag- 
ing array of obstacles — funding, regulation, and the 
Not In My Back Yard attitude. 


Here are two conceptual approaches to smooth the 
path: 
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Civic Synergy 

Bring together all the agencies in a city or town to 
package a project in the broadest and most com- 
pelling fashion. Bring together the planning, zon- 
ing, building, public works, parks and recreation, 
housing, and development departments to create and 
package projects that have something for everyone.

Places to Live As Part of Every Development 
Adequate and appropriate housing and social services 
need to be incorporated into every kind of develop- 
ment and public infrastructure, either through direct 
integration — mixed or multi-use design — or 
through “linkage”, through which some resources are 
transferred to other appropriate locations. Special- 
needs projects have to be a part of every develop- 
ment in one way or another. 


Everyone is in favor of a home for everyone, special- 
needs housing and affordable housing, but no one 
wants it — and very few people agree to have it — 
in their backyards. We should take advantage of this. 
Everyone can contribute — or see that a portion of 
his or her taxes is contributed — to a housing fund 
to help people help themselves. 


At present, the money available is meager in relation 
to the need, but that meagerness exists because it is 
politically linked with the meagerness of the number 


of housing units that make it through the NIMBY 
barriers. 


If everyone contributes fairly, then it is consistent to 
be fair to those particular everyones who in fact get a 
social project in their backyard. To be fair to them, 
any adverse effects should be mitigated. It should be 
stated that social housing per se is not an adverse 
effect. What is an effect is the quality of the archi- 
tecture, the site use, landscaping, parking, and traf- 
fic. It is essential to include the immediate neighbor- 
hood in the process. 


Each community needs to develop a "vision" for its 
fiture — what it is proud of, what it would like to 
change, and what its needs and desires are. The follow- 
ing are inter-related: 


*Preservation — restoration/rehabilitation/adaptive 
re-use/natural resources 


*Open space 


*A spectrum of affordable housing and social servic- 
es 


*Other development that provides workplaces, serv- 
ices, amenities, and vitality 


Public improvements — infrastructure, transit, street 
trees and landscaping 


Each community must embody its "vision" in enabling 
tools — develop an action plan: 


*Zoning 


; Or Urhan Outward 
Bend Program. 


We want to replace it 


*Building code 


Funding programs such as linkage, housing trust, 
the Community Preservation Act, etc. 


*Reaffirming the intentions of Massachusetts 
General Law Chapter 40B that each community 
play a fair role in housing our neediest citizens. 


The state can use some of the "tax relief" funds on a 
per-capita basis to enable communities to undertake 
this process fairly and rapidly. 


Models for a community-based process exist in 
efforts the Boston Redevelopment Authority has 
sponsored in several Boston neighborhoods. 


A regional framework for the community-based 
planning process is being created now by the BSA’s 
Civic Initiative for a Livable New England. The col- 
lective sharing and learning that will come from this 
effort must be broadcast and implemented on a local 
and regional basis. 


How Design Professionals Can Help 


*Be advocates in the communities in which you live. 


*Assist with the community-based planning process. 
The BSA has led a number of these community 
charrettes — Boston Visions, Urban Ring, 
Washington Street Corridor, Turnpike Air Rights, 
Central Artery, Civic Initiative, etc. 


*Provide preliminary planning/design services for 
special needs projects that include improvements to 


the surrounding neighborhood as well. The project 


abutters and community all benefit. 


*Develop new housing prototypes for today’s 
needs: single-resident housing, congregate living 
and mixed-use complexes. 


*Use design imagination to explore the opportu- 
nities in "impossible" buildings and sites. 


The Boston Society of Architects has working 
committees that address all aspects of community 
development. Join a committee if you can or stay 
in touch with committee efforts by adding your 
name to committee e-mail or mailing lists.

which would continue to inform his creative work for the rest of his life. In 1953, he and 
his wife moved co Cambridge, MA, where he earned a Master's degree in Architecture at 
GSD. With his wife and their new baby er, Paul spent the next two years travelling 
in Europe, where he worked first for Bernard Rudovsky in Zurich and then in Brussels as 
an exhibit designer at the US Pavilion for the 1958 World Fair. On returning to the 
States, Paul worked in Sante Fe with designer and early mentor Alexander Girard. 
Girard's singular design sensibility and vision instilled in Paul a lifelong love of 
indigenous design and world cultures. Paul returned to the Boston area in 1960. In 
Cambridge he worked first for The Architects Collaborative, working with Ben 
Thompson on the of the Design Research stores. At TAC he met Terry 
Rankine FAIA and Lou Bakanowsky FAIA and began the dialogue that would lead to the 
founding of Cambridge Seven. In 1962 they, along with Peter f Alden 
(Clarice van) @ Harrap andl fTomn Geternan fivanded Catubordan Seven Asmeskres 
Architects. Three of their early commissions were the design of the New England 
Aquarium, the U.S. Pavilion at Expo 1967, and the creation of the original masterplan 
for the MBTA Station Modernization. Paul's focus on design architecture, graphic, 
industrial, interior and exhibit design was manifested in his work on a wide range of 
notable projects including Charles Square in Cambridge, the Boston Children's Museum, 
the Basketball Hall of Fame, General Cinema's theater prototypes, the Sports Museum of 
New England, Tempozan Marketplace in Osaka, Porter Square Subway Station, and the 
New Bedford Whaling Museum. Paul Dietrich was deeply committed to the idea of the 
architect as public servant. He truly believed in architecture both as a reflection of its 
society and a vehicle for social change. For 29 years he was a member of the Cambridge 
Planning Board, serving as chairman for 10 years. He was a founding member of The 
Cambridge Arts Council and intimately involved in developing the Cambridge Arts 
Festival and "Arts on the Line”, a public arts project in the transit stations. He worked 
with Habitat For Humanity, volunteering in the Mississippi Delta. He served on the 
Boards of the Boston Children's Institute, Home For Little Wanderers and the New 
ae a Museum. Paul was also extremely involved in outreach and education. He

ee oe ee how our cities operate. Visual awareness 
in the context of our daily lives is missing. We have to reawaken people." He taught at 
Northeastern University and yolunteered in the Boston public schools, teaching in the 
classroom. He remained active at C7A to the end of his life, working with young 
architects, never tiring in his commitment to integrity, intelligence and delight in design.
